“Right now we are forced to bring 
in labor from other districts and are 
housing them on cots in the garage at 
our packing house. We have sixteen 
cots there now.”

BARNETT BUYSTEN 
ACRES OF NEWLAND 


The Monday Cluh^of Santa Ana held 
its third meeting of tho year this 
w eek in til? IM rary building. Twelve 
members wore present. 
The paper 
of the 
evening, 
entitled 
“Forestry 
Work in Orange County,” was read by 
Robert NortheroFs and an interesting 
discussion followed, 
Northcross said 
in part us tdl'ows: 
‘There used to be many clumps of 
beautiful 
sycamores 
around 
Tustin 
and Santa Ana twenty years ago. but 
the settlers have cut nearly all of 
them down. 
Such has been the fatj 
of many oak and other beautiful shade 
trees in this section. The many wind­ 
breaks that have been planted have 
lacked order and regularity. 
“The Orange County Board of For­ 
estry was organized to beautify the 
highways of the county hy planting 
nnd caring for shade and ornam ental 
trees. 
A county nursery was started, 
and 100,000 trees have been potted 
and planted on the highways of this 
county since 1914. 
The trees planted 
make up 40 hardy varieties. 
The 
forestry commission furnishes trees 
free to ranchers and school boards to 
be planted. 
Trees are not set op 
posite each other and are seventh-five 
feet apart, to 
give 
them 
suffreient 
room for good development. 
Orange 
county is one of the pioneers in this 
work. 
Hence the work is new and 
most of it had to be experimental. Al­ 
most every mile of trees planted was 
an experim ent. Many difficulties were 
met In getting the trees to live, the 
unfavorable conditions 
being 
alkali 
soil and lack of w ater for some va­ 
rieties and ’ too much irrigation and 
care for other varieties, and gophers 
are a constant nuisance. 
Some hardy 
varieties 
are 
eucalyptus. 
pepper, 
palm. 
Effort is made to plant new 
varieties of evergreen trees whenever 
conditions favor their growth.” 
Th# effect upoft the tourist of beau­ 
tiful trees lining the roads of our 
county 
was 
emphasized. 
Beautiful 
shade trees are a great commercial 
and aesthetic asset to a city and com­ 
munity. It was lamented that so many 
property owners think 
so 
little 
of 
keeping shade trees. 
In the discussion, im portant ques 
Hone were raised: 
“W hy does not 
Santa Ana have a 
park 
syatem ?” 
“Why don’t we have more beautiful 
trees along our streets to attract the 
tourist?" 
“Do we really appreciate a 
tree for its beauty alone?” 
“Are we 
not getting too com mercial?” 
“Why 
don’t we trim our trees to enable pe­ 
destrians to walk with com fort on our 
sidewalks?”
